While in school my emphasis shifted from painting to ceramics. 

However, I continued to draw using primarily non-objective images. As I 
gradually began to discover landscape references within these non-objective 
color, -textural and spatial relationships, I began to purposely draw 
abstract landscapes. Now I combine realistic (picture postcard) landscape 
images with textural representations. These are painted on vessel forms 
that have been influenced by the stirrup handles and multi-neck forms of 
Pre-Columbian and Ancient Cypriot ceramics. The physical opening or 
window of the form plays against the illusionary window (picture panel) 
on the form. The correspondence of the images to the forms help to 
create a vicarious experience of a particular place on this earth. I find 

it very fitting to be painting an earth image on an earth material (clay).

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An outgrowth of this evolution in my work has been an increased 
concern >for our earth and for environmental issues. As I continue to 
make these pieces I can't help but wonder whether there may 
possibly be a day when vicarious experiences of nature will be all we have 
left of it to enjoy.
